Henry Doll. Narberth's only suiwiving veteran of the Civil 
War, did not participate in the Memorial Day services in Nar- 
berth this week, as has been his custom in other years. 

. Instead, he pa.ssed the day quietly at the Naval Hospital 
in Philadelphia, where he has been confined since 1941, when he 
suffered a broken hip. Before that, he lived with his daughter, 
Miss Jeannette Doll, at 215 Zona Ave., Narberth, who now goes 
in to visit him several times each week. 

Though the holiday was a quiet one for the 97-year-old 
veteran, it was far from dull. Decked out in full uniform, he re- 
ceived visits from many old friends, who found him in good 
health, his keen sense of humor sparkling as always. 

Mr, Doll enlisted in 1863 as a cabin boy when he was 14 
years old. He served under Admiral Parragut and on the Talla- 
iiassee, a gunboat on the Red River, which he boarded from Mis- 
sissippi. Later he served also on the USS Elk. 

He was honorably discharged from the Navy at Philadel- 
phia on September 11, 1867. while he was serving under Captain 
Patterson and Admiral Gridon, 

In 1870. he went to work for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
as a repair man and in 1889 was promoted to a locomotive en- 
gineer. He wa.-? retired on a pen.sion in 1915. His son, George Doll, 
is now an engineer on the Reading Railroad.

The assessed valuation of prop- 
erty in Narberth is $4,991,770 and 
the new tax rate of 19 mills will 
yield $94,843.63 for the budget. 

The exact amount of increased 
tuition per capita has not yet been 
deteimined as the Lower Merion 
School Board has not completed 
competing the costs. Also, .they 
must obtain figures on the high 
school enrollment anticipated 
from Narberth. 

The Narberth School District 
has been paying $125 a year for 
each student attending Lower 
Merion High School, After ex- 
amination bf the school code the 
Lower Merion board has decided 
it would be legally necessary to 
raise the tuition rate. It is ex- 
pected that the new rate will be 
about $195 for Narberth students 
in the Senior High School and 
about $196 for students in the 
Junior High School. 

The tuition agreement of $125 
per student with Lower Merion 
has been . effective since April 
1933. Since this agreement has 
been in effect the, Narberth School 
Board has dropped its tax rate. If 
necessary the Narberth Board can 
levj^ a 25 mills tax for school pur- 
poses. 

The resolution, which was 
passed unanimously by the Lower 
Merion School Board, provides 
that "the full amount of tuition 
allowed by the law be charged to
